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To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  and  fo  the  Aldermen  and 
Councillors  of  the  City  and  County  Borough  of  Carlisle. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies^  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  tlie  lionour  to  present  my  Seventh  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  Services  of  the  City,  and  in  commending  it 
to  your  notice,  there  are  certain  features  to  which  I desire 
particularly  to  direct  your  attention. 

(a)  A continued  but  ver}'  sliglit  improvement  in  tlie 
lurth-rate. 

[h]  A rise  in  the  death-rate  from  the  low  rate  recorded 
in  the  previous  5'ear.  This  is  in  tlie  nature  of  a cany  over, 
as  it  occurs  chiefly  in  the  age  group  65  years  and  upwards, 
and  is  most  marked  in  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  and  from 
diseases  of  tlie  Heart  and  Blood  Vessels. 

(c)  A further  rise  in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  from  the 
lowest  recorded  rate  two  years  ago. 

{d)  A continued  favourable  maternal  mortality  rate, 
only  two  deaths  being  recorded. 

{e)  The  absence  of  epidemic  conditions  as  regards 
infectious  diseases  both  notifiable  and  non-notifiable. 

(/)  The  high  proportion  (half)  of  the  fatal  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  which  were  not  notified,  and  pre- 
sumably not  diagnosed,  befoi'e  deatli, 
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The  figures  relating  to  deaths  from  Cancer  are  given 
in  a slight^  different  form,  showing  the  site  of  the  disease. 

The  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Venereal  Diseases 
Officer  are  of  more  than  usual  interest,  and  deserve  your 
careful  attention. 

Further  consideration  of  the  system  of  Medical  Out 
Relief  has  resulted  in  the  formulation  of  a scheme  providing 
for  free  choice  of  doctor,  which  has  been  approved,  and  has 
since  become  operative. 

The  appropriation  of  Fusehill  as  a Municipal  Hospital 
is  now  definitely  settled,  and  henceforward  the  administration 
will  come  under  the  control  of  the  Health  Department. 

The  larger  scheme  of  Hospital  Policy  in  connection  with 
tlie  Cumberland  Infirmary  is,  unfortunately,  still  held  up, 
but  progress  has  been  made,  and  events  may  be  expected  in 
the  near  future. 

Slum  Clearance,  Overcrowding  and  Re-housing  have 
entailed  continuous  work  in  the  Health  Department,  and  the 
good  progress  made  will  be  intensified  during  the  ensuing 
year  as  further  schemes  are  being  prepared.  Your  attention 
is  drawn  to  the  new  sections  dealing  with  these  matters,  and 
it  may  be  pointed  out  that  grants  will  not  be  available  for 
rehousing  apart  from  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme. 

The  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Scheme  is  awaiting  confirma- 
tion by  the  Minister  of  Health,  and  another  matter  at  present 
engaging  the  attention  of  the  Health  Department  is  the 
Propaganda  Campaign  which  is  scheduled  for  the  Autumn 
and  Winter  months. 

I desire  io  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  members  of 
my  staff  who  have  assisted  in  tlie  work  and  the  preparation 
of  this  report.

The  chief  sources  of  industry  are  the  London,  Mid- 
land, and  Scottish,  and  the  London  and  North  Eastern 
Railway  groups,  which  have  their  termini  in  the  City. 
There  are  also  engineering,  printing,  and  lithographic 
works ; textile,  dyeing,  and  bleaching  works ; carpet 
factories,  breweries,  tanneries,  felt-hat  works,  biscuit  and 
confectionery  factories,  and  smaller  miscellaneous  trades, 
and  an  extensive  trade  is  carried  on  in  cattle  and  timber. 
There  is  a good  deal  of  female  labour  employed  in  textile 
factories,  and  also  in  connection  with  lithographic,  biscuit, 
carpet,  sweet,  and  several  other  industries.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  931,  as 
compared  with  823  in  1935.  17  deaths  occurred  of  persons 

belonging  to  the  City  in  Institutions  and  other  places  away 
from  Carlisle,  while  the  deaths  of  190  persons  not  belonging 
to  the  City  occurred  in  public  institutions  and  other  places 
within  the  City.  Excluding  the  latter  figure,  and  adding 
the  deaths  of  Carlisle  residents  which  occurred  in  other 
districts,  a net  figure  of  ,758  remains,  which  is  equal  to  a 
crude  death-rate  of  12.8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
at  all  ages,  against  11.7  per  1,000  in  1935.

The?  water  from  the  catchment  areas  still  remains  very 
free  from  surface  impurities,  as  a result  of  work  carried  out 
on  the  supplies  from  the  springs.

The  preliminary  survey  of  houses  was  commenced  on 
November  5th,  1935,  and  completed  on  May  5th,  1936.  In 
the  course  of  this  survey  particulars  of  the  number  of  rooms, 
and  the  families  living  in  each  house,  were  obtained  in  respect 
of  8,353  privately  owned  houses,  and  3,468  lamses  built  by 
the  Corporation  under  the  Housing  Acts  ; total,  1 1,821  houses. 
The  percentage  of  overcrowding  based  on  these  tigures  was 
5.42  per  cent,  for  all  working-class  houses,  5.77  per  cent, 
being  tlie  figure  for  privately  owned  houses,  and  4.59  per  cent, 
for  houses  owned  by  the  Corporation.  Ihis  survey  revealed 
overcrowded,  or  possibly  overcrowded  houses. 
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Tlie  second,  or  “ B ” survey,  commenced  on  July  17th, 
1936,  and  is  still  being  continued.  The  first  object  in  this 
survey  was  to  acquire  full  details  of  the  overcrowding,  or 
possible  overcrowding,  as  revealed  by  the  preliminary  survey  ; 
consequently  these  cases  were  investigated  first,  and  the 
detailed  inspections  were  completed  on  October  29th,  1936, 
full  particulars  being  given  below.  All  working-class  type 
houses  in  the  City  area  will  eventually  be  inspected,  and 
full  details  of  sizes  of  living  rooms,  bedrooms  and  particulars 
of  families,  will  be  available  on  a card  system.  As  the  survey 
continues,  fresh  cases  of  overcrowding  will  undoubtedly 
be  found,  due  to  the  unavoidable  inaccuracy  of  the  preliminary 
survey,  and  to  the  movement  of  families  between  the  pre- 
liminar}^  and  “ B ” surveys.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

A relatively  small  proportion  of  the  milk  supply  is 
produced  within  the  City.  Only  9 producers,  occupying 
19  sheds,  are  on  the  register  ; this  is  the  same  number  as 
last  year. 


Tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  1 sample  of  milk  produced 
outside  the  City.  The  animal  was  traced,  and  dealt  with 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 


15  licences  have  been  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1923 — 1 to  the  Carlisle  Co-operative 
Society,  Ltd.,  1 to  the  Nestle  and  Anglo-Swiss  Milk  Products 
Co.,  Ltd.,  and  1 to  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society,  Ltd., 
in  respect  of  pasteurising  plant,  and  12  to  retailers,  1 of  which 
was  in  respect  of  Certilied  Milk,  8 in  respect  of  Grade  A. 
(Tuberculin  Tested)  Milk,  and  3 in  respect  of  Grade  A Milk. 
Two  licences  issued  in  respect  of  Grade  A (Tuberculin  Tested) 
Milk  permitted  tlie  retailers  to  bottle  the  milk  on  their 
premises. 


35  samples  of  Certified  Milk,  and  42  of  Grade  A (Tuber- 
culin Tested)  Milk,  and  1 sample  of  Grade  A Milk  were 
obtained  and  submitted  for  the  statutory  bacteriological 
tests.  In  10  instances,  viz.  ; — 2 Certified  and  7 Grade  A 
(T.T.),  the  samples  were  found  to  be  slightly  below  the 
standard,  and  the  producers  were  communicated  with. 


There  has  been  no  refusal  nor  revocation  of  registra- 
tion of  a retailer,  nor  of  a licence  for  graded  milk. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  results  of  the  examina- 
tions of  47  samples  of  milk,  the  standard  adopted  regard- 
ing raw  milk  being  that  laid  down  for  Grade  A Milk  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923.

Food  inspection,  and  the  supervision  of  premises  where 
food  stuffs  are  sold  or  prepared  for  sale,  was  carried  out 
* systematicallj^  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  handling 
of  meat  food  stuffs  is  steadily  improving. 

The  Public  Slaughterhouses,  controlled  by  the  Public 
Health  Department,  were  satisfactorily  conducted  during  the 
year,  and  the  programme  of  repairs  to  the  structure  was 
continued,  including  the  erection  of  a new  room  for  the 
detention  of  suspected  or  unsound  meat.  The  premises 
are  in  charge  of  a Superintendent  resident  on  the  premises, 
who  retains  all  unsound  or  suspected  meat  for  further 
examination  by  the  IMedical  Officer  of  Health  or  Sanitary' 
Inspector.  Humane  killers  of  the  electric.  Greener  and 
Captive  Bolt  types  are  employed  for  the  stunning  of  all 
animals. 

Three  other  premises  are  licensed  for  the  slaughter  of 
animals ; two  are  slaughterhouses  on  railway  premises, 
which  were  frequentty  inspected  during  the  year,  and  used 
exclusively  for  the  slaughter  of  sheep  for  consumption  out- 
side the  City,  and  the  third  the  Harraby  Bacon  Factory, 
where  daily  attention  to  the  inspection  of  carca.ses  was 
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necessary.  Improvements  at  the  latter  premises  during  the 
3'ear  included  new  pig  scraping  ai)paratus,  new  and  enlarged 
pickling  tanks,  tiling  of  walls,  convej^or  plant,  etc. 

A Bye-law  prohibits  the  hawking  of  meat  within  the 
City  boundary’,  and  meat  stalls,  except  those  in  the  Authority’s 
own  covered  market,  are  not  permitted. 

Condemned  meat  and  offals  from  the  Public  Slaughter- 
houses are,  after  treatment,  consigned  to  preiuises  outside 
the  City  for  conversion  into  commercial  products. 

Dairies. 

Nestles  Milk  Pn)ducts  Co.  Ltd.,  introduced  the  manufac- 
ture of  dried  milk  in  May,  1936. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Chemical  examinations  are  carried  out  by  C3Til  J.  H. 
Stock,  Esq.,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.,  etc.,  of  Darlington. 

Bacteriological  examinations,  with  the  exception  of 
specimens  from  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic,  are  carried  out 
at  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
Carlisle.  In  addition  to  samples  of  milk,  the  following

Infectious  Diseases  Generally. 

383  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received 
during  the  year,  67  of  which  related  to  various  forms  of 
tuberculosis,  and  316  to  other  infectious  diseases. 

14  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  the  seven  principal 
zymotic  diseases,  equal  to  a zymotic  death-rate  of  0.2  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  In  the  previous  year  26  deaths 
were  certified  as  due  to  zymotic  diseases. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  ; the  type  of  the  disease  was  mild. 

68.1  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified  were  removed  to  tlic 
Infectious  Diseases  H(;si)ital.

Diphtheria. 

52  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  as  against  iSO  in 
1935. 

In  8 instances  tlie  patients  were  subsequently  found 
not  to  be  suffering  from  diphtheria. 

No  death  occurred  of  a resident  of  Carlisle. 

The  cases  were  of  a mild  type,  presenting  no  unusual 
features. 

42  cases  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital. 

No  return  case  of  diphtheria  occurred. 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  diphtlieria  is 
lieing  continued,  and  the  work  is  concentrated  upon  the 
pre-school  child  and  the  children  attending  the  Infants’ 
departments  in  the  elementary  schools.  Schick  test  is 
carried  out,  except  in  the  case  of  children  under  5,  and  all 
children  are  re-tested  six  months  after  the  last  immunising 
injection.  Outside  the  Local  Authority’s  scheme  con- 
siderable numbers  have  received  immunising  injections  at 
the  hands  of  the  Pathologist  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
whose  records  in  this  connection  have  been  made  available

One  Diphtheria  patient  died. 

Cases  admitted  from  the  Cumberland  Infirmary  resident 
in  areas  outside  the  City  or  Border  Rural  District  comprised  3 
Diphtheria,  1 Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  and  2 Erysipelas.

The  above  table  shows  that  the  sudden  fall  in  the  number 
of  pulmonary  cases  during  1935  was  not  maintained  during 
the  present  year.  It  is  difficult  to  explain  the  dramatic 
decrease  in  pulmonary  cases  during  1935,  but  one  was  of  the 
opinion  that  this  fall  would  not  be  maintained  in  subsequent 
years.  The  figures  for  1936  are  more  comparable  with  those 
of  the  period  1932-34,  showing  an  almost  imperceptible 
drop  in  the  number  of  pulmonary  cases,  but  a more  noticeable 
decrease  in  the  non-puhnonaiy  cases.

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These  tables  of  mortality  from  tuberculosis  show  that 
the  total  number  of  deaths  is  considerably  increased  as 
compared  with  tlie  previous  year,  but  approximates  more 
closely  to  tlie  period  1932-34.  A much  higher  percentage 
of  the  total  number  of  deatlis  was  due  to  pulmonary 
tul>ercrdosis  than  in  1935. 

Thirty  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  cases 
not  notiiied  or  within  one  week  of  receipt  of  notification, 
i.e.,  before  any  preventive  measures  could  be  instituted 
under  the  Authority’s  scheme. 

Dispensary  Work. 

During  the  year  101  cases,  excluding  contacts,  were 
examined  at  the  Dispensar5^  Of  these  55  were  found  to  be 
definitely  tuberculous,  44  being  pulmonary  and  11  non- 
pulmonary  types  of  the  disease. 

The  number  of  contacts  examined,  adults  as  well  as 
children,  was  considerably  larger  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Of  tlie  100  cases,  viz.,  39  adults  and  61  children,  6 were  found 
to  be  tuberculous  : — ^3  adults  suffered  from  pulmonar\^  and 
3 children  from  non-pulmonan^  forms  of  the  disease. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  124  pulmonary 
and  76  non-pulmonary  cases  on  the  Dispensary  Register. 
In  2 other  cases  the  diagnosis  was  not  completed.  After 
tlie  yearly  review  there  remained  131  pulmonary  and  SO 
non-pulmonary  cases  still  on  the  register. 

Five  cases  were  written  off  the  Dispensary  Register 
during  the  year  as  cured,  18  were  transferred  to  other  areas 
or  lost  sight  of,  and  37  cases  died. 

Co-ordination  with  Medical  Practitioners. 

During  the  year  43  cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis  were 
referred  by  medical  practitioners  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer 
for  his  opinion.  19  of  these  were  diagnosed  as  suffering 
from  tuberculosis,  and  were  sidisecjnently  notified.  The 
number  of  cases  referred  .shows  an  increase  of  17  over  the 
figure  for  the  previous  year.  This  fact,  we  hope,  shows  an 
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appreciation  by  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  City  of  the 
value  of  earl)^  diagnosis  in  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  points 
to  an  improvement  in  the  co-ordination  between  medical 
practitioners  and  the  tuberculosis  service  of  the  Health 
Department. 

Sputum  Examinations. 

The  number  of  examinations  of  sputum  for  the  presence 
of  tubercle  bacilli  was  118,  in  44  of  which  the  tubercle  bacillus 
was  found  present.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1935  were 
08  and  32,  and  the  importance  of  repeating  specimens  which*, 
on  first  examination,  show  a negative  result,  and  which  was 
stressed  in  a previous  report,  has  apparently  been  appreciated. 
The  ideal,  of  course,  is  to  have  such  examinations  accompanied 
b}*  a complete  physical  examination  of  the  patient. 

X-Ray  Examinations. 

The  private  arrangements  for  X-ray  examinations  made 
with  Dr.  R.  Connell,  Honorary  Radiologist  to  the  Cumberland 
Infirmar^^  were  continued,  and  76  ca.ses  were  referred  for 
examination  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  during  the  year. 

Dental  Treatment. 

Sixteen  patients  were  referred  to  a private  dental 
practitioner  for  treatment  considered  necessary  before  or 
after  Sanatorium  treatment. 

Extra  Nourishment. 

As  intimated  in  last  year’s  reptud,  a scheme  was  instituted 
for  the  pnwision  of  milk,  eggs  and  butter,  for  necessitous 
cases  selected  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Many  cases, 
owing  to  financial  difficulties,  are  unable  to  obtain  a sufficient 
quantity  of  the.se  essential  foodstuffs,  and  the  provLsion  ol 
these,  under  the  tuberculosis  scheme,  to  deserving  cases 
is  a valuable  aid  in  keepirrg  up  tlic  general  resistance  of  the 
patients. 

During  the  year  such  extra  nourishment  was  supplied 
in  50  ca.ses. 

Also  in  30  cases,  selected  by  tlie  liibeiculosis  Officci, 
Malt  and  Oil  or  Virol  were  supplied. 
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Housing  Statistics  of  Patients  Notified  during  the  year. 

Bad  housing  conditions  are  a potent  cause  of  spread  of 
tuberculosis,  and  in  any  district  showing  an  undue  prevalence 
of  this  disease  one  of  the  first  measures  to  be  taken  is  a survey 
of  the  housing  conditions  of  that  area. 

During  the  year  13  tuberculous  persons,  living  under 
overcrowded  or  other  unsuitable  conditions,  were  transferred 
to  Council  houses.

Home  Visiting. 

In  connection  with  the  searching  out  of  contacts,  and 
in  maintaining  regular  contact  between  the  patients  and  the 
Dispensary,  1,889  visits  were  paid  by  the  Nurses  to  homes 
of  patients.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer,  in  an  advisor}^ 
capacity,  also  paid  home  visits^  to  patients  who  are  unable 
to  attend  the  Dispensary  sessions.  The  number  of  such 
visits,  including  personal  consultations  with  medical  practi- 
tioners, was  81. 

After-care  Work. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  After-care  Committee 
was  formed  to  look  after  the  social  and  economic  conditions 
of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

The  Committee  consists  of  7 members,  and  is  a Sub- 
Committee  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Corporation. 
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It  was  hoped  to  make  the  Committee  as  representative 
as  possible  of  all  the  social  welfare  interests  in  the  community 
by  co-opting  members  who  are  not  necessarily  members  of 
the  Council,  but  up  to  the  present,  this  line  of  action  has  not 
been  agreed  upon. 

Cases  are  referred  to  the  Committee’s  consideration  by 
the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  meetings  are  held 
once  a month. 

The  social  problems  connected  with  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  are  many  and  varied,  and  all  Care  Com- 
mittees find  difficulty  in  dealing  adequately  with  them. 

In  the  present  state  of  unemployment  throughout  the 
country,  the  question  of  procuring  suitable  work  for  con- 
valescent ex-sanatorium  patients  is  one  which  tests  the 
ingenuity  of  the  most  active  Care  Committee.  Other  aspects 
of  the  care  of  tuberculous  patients  which  the  Committee  is 
called  upon  to  deal  with  are  ; — . 

(1)  Provision  of  extra  nourishment  for  necessitous 

patients. 

(2)  Re-housing  of  patients  living  under  unsuitable 
hygienic  conditions. 

(3)  Assistance  to  families  while  wage  earners,  etc.,  are 

undergoing  sanatorium  treatment. 

(4)  Assistance  in  procuring  contacts  to  present  them- 

selves for  examination,  and  persuading  refractory 
patients  to  undergo  hospital  or  .sanatorium  treat- 
ment. 

.■\s  the  Committee  has  only  been  formed  for  a few  months, 
it  is  as  yet  too  early  to  give  any  report  of  its  work.

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Institutional  Treatment. 

Under  the  Authority’s  Tuberculousis  Scheme  patients 
are  admitted  to  the  following  institutions  : — 

(1)  Blencafhra  Sanatorium,  Threlkeld,  Cumberland. 

Here  the  City  of  Carlisle  has  a reservation  of  20  beds 
for  pulmonary  cases,  comprising  adults  and  children. 
Throughout  the  year  43  cases  in  all  were  dealt  with. 
The  average  duration  of  residential  treatment  in  respect 
of  24  patients  discharged  during  the  year  was  136  days, 
6 staying  less  than  3 months,  10  over  3 months  and  less  than 
0 months,  and  8 over  6 months  and  less  than  12  months. 

Artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  is  given  to  those 
cases  suitable  for  .such  therapy,  and  arrangements  are  avail- 
able with  one  of  the  Honoraiy  Surgeons  at  the  Cumberland 
Infirmary,  Carlisle,  for  the  operations  of  Phrenicectomy 
and  Thoracoplast}'. 

During  the  year  2 patients  received  artificial  pneumo- 
thorax treatment  for  the  first  time,  while  4 patients,  whcj 
had  had  treatment  induced  in  previous  years,  continued  to 
attend  for  refills,  and  the  operation  of  phrenicectomy  was 
performed  in  8 instances.

There  are  available  here  13  pavilion  beds  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Five  of  these  beds 
are  for  the  reception  of  non-pulmonary  cases  in  children, 
and  for  these  the  consultation  services  of  one  of  the  Honorary' 
Surgeons  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary  ai'e  available. 

The  remaining  8 beds  are  reserved  for  adult  cases  ; 
these  wards  are  sub-divided  into  cubicles,  which  allows  of  a 
separation  of  the  ca.ses  according  to  the  different  types  to 
be  dealt  with. 

During  the  5^ear  51  cases  were  dealt  with  in  these  beds, 
and  the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  throughout  the 
year  was  8. 
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(3)  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Oswestry. 

Non-pulmonaiy  cases  requiring  special  surgical  or 
orthopaedic  treatment  are  admitted  to  this  institution. 
13  cases  were  treated  here  during  the  year.  The  average 
duration  of  residence  of  the  8 patients  discharged  during  the 
year  was  61  days.

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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

During  tlie  year  130  persons  residing  in  Carlisle  were 
under  treatment  or  observation  for  the  first  time  at  the 
Chnic  at  the  Cumberland  Inhrmaiy',  an  increase  of  12  com- 
pared with  the  figure  for  1935. 

12  patients  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  syphilis, 
74  from  gonorrhoea,  and  44  from  conditions  other  than 
venereal.  6,028  attendances  were  made  by  these  patients. 

3 medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  entitled  to  free 
supplies  of  arsenobenzol  compounds,  but  no  dose  was 
issued  during  the  year. 

5 specimens  of  pathological  material  for  Wassermann 
re-action  were  sent  on  behalf  of  medical  practitioners. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Venereal  Diseases  Act.

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The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Clinical  Officer  (Dr. 
A.  C.  B.  Mc.Murtrie)  : — 

During  the  year  023  persons  were  dealt  with  at  the 
Treatment  Centres  at  Carlisle  and  Whitehaven,  of  whom  207 
were  attending  in  1935,  26  were  re-admitted  suffering  from 
the  same  infection,  and  390  were  new.  This  shows  a decline 
of  17  in  the  number  of  new  patients,  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  two  of  these  were  not  suffering 
from  Venereal  Disease,  leaving  471  cases  of  Venereal  Disease, 
under  treatment  or  observation,  a decrease  of  60  compared 
wdth  the  year  1935. 

The  attendances  at  the  Medical  Officer’s  Clinics  were 
4,574,  an  increase  of  217.  This  is  largely  accounted  for  by 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  in 
the  male  ; there  being  a marked  decline  in  the  new  cases 
of  Syphilis. 

As  would  be  expected,  the  attendances  for  Intermediate 
Treatment  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Orderly 
greatly  increased.  In  1935  there  were  2,371  attendances  . 
in  1936,  3,988.  What  is  more  surprising  is  that,  in  spite 
of  a decline  of  3 in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea 
in  the  female,  the  intermediate  attendances  increased  by 
283,  showing  that  the  efforts  made  to  induce  the.se  patients 
to  attend  for  regular  treatment  have  met  with  success. 

The  total  attendances  were  9,501,  an  increase  of  2,117 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  by  far  the  largest 
number  in  any  year  since  the  Clinics  were  establi.shecl.

Pathological  Examinations. 

Wassermann  tests  and  other  blood  serum  tests  were 
carried  out  at  the  Manchester  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

Of  these,  417  Wassermann  tests  were  done  for  patients 
attending  the  Clinics,  and  59  for  patients  under  private 
treatment  by  practitioners  in  Cumberland  and  Carlisle, 
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At  the  Clinic  there  was  a decrease  of  145  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  This  naturally  results  from  the  decline 
in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Syphilis.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Kahn  test  will  also  be  in  use  in  1937  for  cases  in  which 
a doubtful  reaction  is  given  by  the  Wassermann  test. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  five  Complement  Fixation 
tests  for  Gonorrhoea  were  done.  This  is  nearly  double  the 
number  in  1935,  partly  on  account  of  the  larger  number  of 
new  cases,  and  partly  because  this  test  is  found  to  be  in- 
creasingly useful  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis,  a guide  to  treatment, 
and  as  a test  of  cure. 

Of  Bacteriological  tests,  216  were  done  at  the  Clinics, 
and  462  at  the  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory.  Ar- 
rangements are  now  being  made  for  Cultural  tests  in  addition 
to  the  usual  film  examinations.  Fifteen  tests  were  carried 
out  for  private  practitioners. 

Approved  Arsenobcnzene  Compounds. 

These  are  supplied  free  on  application  to  any  practitioner 
on  the  approved  list,  but  during  the  year  no  applications 
were  received. 

At  the  Clinics  1,162  doses  were  given. 

This  shows  a decrease  of  215  compared  with  1935, 
corresponding  with  the  decrease  in  the  attendances  of  patients 
suffering  from  Syphilis.

Clinics  were  held  by  the  Medical  Officer,  as  in  previous 
3’ears,  on  three  days  a week  (5  sessions),  and  in  addition,  the 
premises  were  open  daily  for  the  intermediate  treatment  of 
patients  of  either  sex,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Orderly  or  Nurse. 

The  total  Attendances  increased  by  2,035  to  8,273.

Prevalence  of  Gonorrhoea  in  Carlisle. 

Excluding  the  re-admissions  for  the  same  infection, 
there  were  7 more  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  in  the  male  (133), 
and  the  same  number  of  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  in  the  female 
(29),  compared  with  the  year  1935. 

Of  these  new  cases  74  resided  in  Carlisle,  compared  with 
59  in  1935.  In  Cumberland  the  figures  are  59  in  1930,  com- 
pared with  60  in  1935. 

Thus  there  was  roughly  a 25%  increase  on  the  1935 
figures  for  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  in  Carlisle  ; while  in 
Cumberland  there  was  no  appreciable  change.  The  con- 
clusion to  be  drawn  is  that  the  number  of  infected  women 
of  promiscuous  habits  in  Carlisle  has  increased. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  attendance  for  inter- 
mediate treatment  of  women  has  gone  up  bj^  258,  but, 
unfortunately,  the  majority  of  those  seeking  treatment  were 
women  infected  by  their  husbands,  and  it  cannot  be  said 
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that  any  real  advance  has  been  made  in  tackling  this  difificult 
problem.  In  fact,  we  are  not  getting  at  the  sources  of  infec- 
tion. Education  of  the  public  in  methods  of  prevention  of 
Venereal  Disease  appears  to  be  the  only  course  to  adopt. 
This  has  the  approval  of  the  Cumberland  County  Council, 
but  not  that  of  the  Cit}'-  of  Carlisle.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
latter  may  reconsider  its  decision. 

Intermediate  Treatment  of  Female  Patients  at  Carlisle. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  make  any  structural  altera- 
tions at  the  treatment  centre  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary 
with  the  object  of  making  the  Clinic  more  accessible  for  women 
attending  daily. 

Certain  internal  alterations  are  now  being  undertaken 
to  improve  the  female  waiting  room  accommodation.  These 
will  result  in  a larger  and  more  comfortable  waiting  room, 
and  wiU  make  it  possible  to  completely  separate  the  female 
and  male  departments,  thus  avoiding  any  possible  meeting 
of  the  two  sexes  inside  the  building  when  Clinics  overlap 
or  patients  arrive  at  the  wrong  time.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
will  help  in  attracting  female  patients,  and  encourage  them 
to  attend  regularly. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  in  1936  the  attendances 
of  females  for  the  treatment  of  Gonorrhoea  has  increased.

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It  will  be  remembered  that  daity  treatment  was  begun 
in  the  old  premises,  and  proved  to  be  successful,  but  on 
moving  into  the  new  premises,  the  numbers  immediately 
dropped.  This  was  attributed  to  the  fact  that  under  the 
old  arrangements  patients  entered  the  Infirmary'  by  the  main 
out-patient  entrance,  whereas  now  there  is  a separate  entrance 
in  a somewhat  exposed  position. 

In  1935  the  attendances  began  to  increase,  and  the 
increa.se  continued  during  1939.  For  compari.son  the  male 
intermediate  attendances  are  given  above,  .showing  that  the 
increase  in  female  attendance  corresponds  fairly  well  with 
that  of  the  male.  One  therefore  concludes  that  the  increase 
merely  results  from  the  increasing  prevalence  of  Gonorrhoea 
in  the  Carlisle  district. 

In  this  connection  it  is  necessary  to  emphasise  that, 
in  any  future  building  scheme  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  there  should  be  access  to 
the  V.D.  Clinic  through  the  Out-patient  Department  as  well 
as  by  a door  into  the  hospital  grounds. 

The  present  building  is  in  the  wrong  place,  neither  of 
these  two  essentials  exist,  and  the  only  entrances  are  from 
the  road  outside  the  hospital. 


In-patient  Accommodation. 

In  previous  reports  the  urgency  of  providing  beds  for 
V.D.  cases  has  been  frequently  stressed.  In  the  plans  for 
the  development  of  the  Cumberland  Infirmary,  two  small 
wards  containing  two  beds  in  each  are  shown  adjoining  the 
pre.sent  V.D.  Clinic.  These  rooms  are  now  in  use  as  bedrooms 
for  the  Medical  Staff. 

This  scheme  is  not  a good  one  for  the  following  reasons  : — 

1.  The  wards  would  be  completely  isolated  from  any 
other  wards  in  the  hospital. 
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2.  There  would  be  difficulty  in  making  arrangements 

for  the  nursing  staff,  as  a Nurse  would  have  to  be 
on  duty,  day  and  night,  with  at  the  most  four 
patients  to  attend  to. 

3.  There  are  steps  down  into  the  department  from  the 

hospital  corridor,  so  that  a wheeled  stretcher  or 
chair  could  not  be  used. 

4.  There  is  space  for  only  one  small  ward  kitchen.  Con- 

sequently male  and  female  patients,  able  to  assist 
the  staff,  would  be  liable  to  meet  there. 

It  would  perpetuate  the  present  location  of  the  V.D. 
Clinic  which,  as  pointed  out  above,  is  in  the  wrong 
place. 

The  only  satisfactory  way  of  overcoming  these  objections 
is  to  construct  a new  V.D.  Department  at  the  Infirmar}7 
containing  both  out-patient  clinic  and  wards.  A suitable 
site  is  available.

Inspection  of  Midwives. 

27  certified  midwives  gave  notice  of  intention  to  practise 
during  1936,  of  whom  one  had  newly  come  to  the  area,  and 
another  returned  after  some  years  absence.  One  midwife 
ceased  practising  in  the  area,  leaving  26  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  1936.  11  of  the  midwives  practise  privately,  5 are 

employed  by  the  District  Nursing  Association,  3 work  exclu- 
sively in  Private  Nursing  Homes,  and  7 are  attached  to  Public 
Institutions,  and  one  is  a District  Nurse  in  the  County  area 
bordering  on  Carlisle.  The  midwife  who  carried  on  a small 
Nursing  Home  has  decided  to  close  it. 

The  midwives  engaged  in  private  practice,  and  excluding 
those  employed  in  hospitals,  attended  a total  of  334  conline- 
ments  as  midwives,  and  199  as  maternity  nurses.

Ante-natal  Clinic. 

The  number  of  attendances  by  expectant  mothers  was  1395  . 
or  36  less  than  last  year ; 297  were  first  visits  of  new  patients. 
The  number  of  complete  examinations  made  was  967  ; an 
average  of  3.2  per  patient.  The  average  number  of  ante- 
natal visits  per  patient  was  4.7.  101  cases  were  found  at 

the  ante-natal  Clinic  to  present  some  abnormality.  A post- 
natal examination  was  made  of  each  patient  on  discharge  from 
hospital,  and  thereafter  as  often  as  was  found  necessary. 


Infant  Consultations. 

At  the  clinic  for  children  up  to  five  years  of  age  there 
were  132  more  attendances  than  in  1935,  viz.  ; — 

2,169,  288  being  children  aged  one  to  five  ; 290,  including 
253  under  one  year,  were  first  attendances  of  new  cases. 
131  passed  into  the  1 — 5 year  old  group,  and  8 children  passed 
off  the  register  into  the  school  group.  With  160  new  cases 
under  one  year  seen  at  the  Voluntary  Centre,  41.3  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number  of  live  births  notified  were  under  super- 
vision at  Welfare  Centres,  i.e.,  1.6  per  cent,  less  than  in  1935.

Free  Provision  of  Milk,  &c.,  by  the  Corporation. 

4,993  gallons  of  milk  were  supplied  free  of  cost  to  373 
families  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  feeding  of  infants 
and  to  nursing  mothers.  Tn"addition,  202  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers  received  colact,  and  134  expectant  mothers  fruit 
and  cereals. 
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Still-births. 

The  number  of  still-births  notified  was  56,  8 more  than 
in  1935.  Of  this  number  14  were  born  of  parents  not  ordi- 
narily resident  in  the  City,  a large  proportion  of  which  were 
in  connection  with  difficult  deliveries.  The  total  still-birth 
rate  was  55.8  per  1,000,  or  6.3  per  1,000  more  than  in  1935. 
48  still-births  were  registered  preliminary  to  burial  in  the 
Carlisle  Cemeteries,  and  8 presumably  were  buried  in  their 
own  districts.  The  still-birth  rate  for  the  Carlisle  area  alone 
was  41.8  per  1,000,  5.7  per  1,000  more  than  in  1935.  In 
15  cases  no  doctor  was  present  at  the  birth.  Maternal

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
in  the  City  was  72,  giving  a net  infant  mortality  rate  of  77.6 
per  1,000,  10.0  per  1,000  more  than  for  1935.  The  mcrease 
is  in  respect  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  which  were  three  times 
as  numerous  as  in  1935,  18  children  havng  died  from  this 
disease  as  compared  with  6 in  1935.

The  Registrar-Oeneral,  however,  attributed  no  deaths 
from  childbirth  to  the  City  in  1934,  so  that  the  maternal 
mortality  rate  for  the  last  five  years  may  be  said  to  be  3.6, 
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Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

15  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and  3 of  puerperal 
fever  were  received  ; 1 case  terminated  fatally.  Of  the  total 
number  15  cases  were  treated  in  hospitals.  In  3 cases  the 
labour  was  difficult,  and  2 cases  suffered  from  luemorrhage, 
and  2 from  retained  placenta,  there  was  1 case  each  of 
leuk?emia,  bronchitis,  influenza,  mastitis,  pyelitis,  abortion, 
septicaemia  and  eclampsia  followed  by  insanity,  and  in  3 cases 
the  cause  of  the  p5Texia  was  unknown. 

Four  of  the  cases  notified  came  from  the  County  area 
to  have  their  confinements  in  Carlisle,  and  of  these,  2 did 
not  actually  develop  a temperature  sufficiently  high  to  comply 
with  the  Ministry’s  definition  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  but  were 
removed  from  Fusehill  Hospital  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
for  the  protection  of  other  patients. 

In  addition,  a patient  suffering  from  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
was  admitted  to  the  Corporation  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
at  the  request  of  the  Cumberland  County  Council.  This 
patient,  who  recovered,  was  ordinarily  a Carlisle  resident, 
but  had  gone  to  an  address  in  the  County  for  confinement. 

Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

Five  homes  were  registered  under  the  Act,  and  5 visits 
were  paid  to  these  homes  by  the  Medical  Officers.  One 
Home  was  closed  during  the  year,  and  one  application  for 
registration  was  received. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

14  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified  by 
medical  practitioners,  all  except  two  being  definite  cases  of 
purulent  ophthalmia. 

In  7 instances  both  eyes  were  affected  ; in  no  case  did 
permanent  damage  result,  but  2 babies  died  of  intercurrent 
di.sease  while  under  treatment. 
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In  1 case  the  services  of  a specialist  were  called  for,  4 
cases  were  treated  in  hospital,  and  the  Nurses  of  the  District 
Nursing  Association  undertook  the  treatment  of  3 severe 
cases  under  the  supervision  of  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the  case.

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VETERINARY  INSPECTION. 

Report  by  Mr.  R.  Craig  Robinson,  M.R.C.V.S., 
Veterinary  Inspector. 

During  the  year  86  newly  purchased  cows  were  examined 
in  byres  of  the  City.  One  animal  had  septic  mastitis,  while 
the  milk  of  another  animal  containing  blood  showed  on 
microscopical  examination  the  presence  of  streptococci. 

These  animals  were  returned  to  the  sellers. 

A total  of  1,816  examinations  of  milk  cows  were  made, 
in  the  course  of  which  11  ailing  animals  were  discovered  ; 
the  conditions  from  which  thej-  were  suffering  being  as  follows  :

Three  cows  were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1925. 

One  case  of  Swine  Fever  was  reported  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

38,474  imported  cattle  from  Ireland,  and  9,805  free 
cattle  were  exposed  for  sale  at  the  Sands  Authorised  Market, 
making  a total  of  48,299,  an  increase  of  4,978  as  compared 
with  1935, 


2,278  licences  in  quadruplicate  were  issued  for  the 
movement  of  cattle  from  the  authorised  markets ; 369 
licences  in  triplicate  were  issued  under  the  Sheep  (Movements 
into  Scotland  and  Northumberland)  Order. 


Registers  prescribed  by  the  Movements  of  Animals 
Record  Order,  1925,  have  been  inspected. 


Under  the  Pig  Marketing  Scheme,  approximately  50 
licences  per  month  for  the  movement  of  pigs  have  been 
issued. 


I had  reason  to  question  the  condition  of  numerous  calves  ‘ 
brought  into  the  Auction  for  sale.  I discussed  the  matter 
with  the  Local  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  who  sent  his  assistant  down  on  two  occasions, 
when  together  we  examined  the  calves  then  exposed  for  sale. 
Those  in  a diseased  condition  were  sent  to  the  Slaughterhouses, 
and  those  unfit  to  travel  by  rail  were  allowed  to  be  sold  to 
go  back  to  farms. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  against  two  farmers,  who  were 
each  fined  ;^1  and  costs. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  tliere  was  subsequently  a 
great  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  calves  exposed 
for  sale  in  the  Auction  Marts.

DRAINAGE. 

The  supervision  of  drainage  work,  carried  out  apart 
from  new  buildings,  required  43S  inspections.  Tlic  number 
of  such  drains  laid  was  07.  Water,  smoke  or  chemical  tests 
were  applied  to  87  drains. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  trades  conducted  in  the  City  under  tiiis  heading 
comprise  1 fellmonger,  1 tripe  boiler,  and  1 gut  scraper,  the 
latter  conducted  at  the  Public  Slaughter-houses  owned  by 
the  Corporation.  No  complaint  was  received  during  the  year 
concerning  any  of  the  trades. 

AIR  POLLUTION. 

The  emission  of  dense  smoke  from  factory  chimneys  in 
Carlisle  is  relatively  small,  but  there  were  one  or  two  offenders 
against  whom  informal  action  was  taken.  As  a result  of  47 
observations,  15  letters  were  sent  respecting  nuisances  from 
factory  smoke. 

LAVATORIES,  URINALS,  &c. 

The  public  urinals,  20  in  number,  were  cleansed  daily 
during  the  year.  The  underground  conveniences  are  under  1 
the  constant  supeiwision  of  attendants,  and  were  conducted  | 
satisfactorily. 

REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse,  including  a certain  amount  of  trade  refuse,  is  i 

collected  daily  in  the  centre  of  the  City,  and  in  the  outer 
districts  removal  of  domestic  refuse  is  twice  or  thrice  weekly  | 
according  to  district.  A separate  free  weekly  collection  of 
waste  paper  from  shops  is  undertaken,  bags  being  supplied 
by  the  department ; suitable  qualities  are  baled  and  sold. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  six  points  j 
in  the  City.  Tipping  operations  are  directed  towards  the  r 
making  of  gardens,  roads,  and  the  reclamation  of  land  liable 
to  floods.  There  is  also  a small  destructor  containing  three 
steel  units.  The  old  brick  destructor  was  displaced  by  a 
steel  twin-celled  unit  during  the  year.  The  materials  dealt 
with  include  organic  refuse  from  shops  and  markets,  fish 
offals  and  rejected  waste  paper.  During  the  year  a special 
Saturday  evening  collection  of  refuse  from  the  covered 
market  was  introduced. 
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There  are  employed  in  the  refuse  removal  and  disposal 
departments  56  men,  including  foremen,  destructor  and  tip 
attendants.  There  is  a stud  of  14  horses  at  the  stables,  five 
are  employed  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department  on  street  cleans- 
ing, whilst  the  remaining  9,  together  with  7 S.D.  Freighters, 
are  engaged  on  refuse  removal  work.  One  new  freighter 
and  three  horse-drawn  rubber-tyred  vans  were  purchased 
during  the  year.  All  vehicles  are  now  covered,  and  the  open 
dust  cart  has  been  abolished. 

A circular  was  addressed  to  shopkeepers  asking  for  their 
co-operation  in  the  matter  of  the  reduction  of  bulk  by  the 
compression  of  wastepaper  and  cartons. 

25  letters  were  written  respecting  irregularities  in  regard 
to  collection  or  disposal  services.

RAT  REPRESSION. 

The  amount  paid  by  the  Corporation,  at  the  rate  of  2d. 
per  head,  for  rats  received  at  the  depot  was  ^^44  Is.  2d. 


Corporation  and  private  lands,  including  refuse  tips, 
are  continually  treated  with  Cyanogas,  with  the  result  that 
the  menace  is  under  control.  Red  squill  biscuits,  which  are 
issued  free,  and  outside  assistance  in  the  use  of  traps,  dogs, 
etc.,  combine  to  keep  down  the  nuisance  on  private  premises. 


65  inspections  were  made  in  consequence  of  complaints, 
and  nine  letters  adressed  to  persons  having  a liability  for  the 
presence  of  the  vermin. 
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HYGIENE  OF  PICTURE  HOUSES,  THEATRES,  &c. 

The  places  of  public  entertainment  were  visited  on  32 
occasions,  and  conditions  in  regard  to  sanitary  conveniences, 
ventilation,  etc.,  noted.  At  one  picture  theatre  correct 
indication  of  the  situation  of  conveniences  was  secured,  as 
well  as  the  installation  of  a mechanical  fan  to  replace  a natural 
extract  ventilator. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  communicated  with  the 
department  in  one  instance  only  in  regard  to  sanitary  defects. 
272  inspections  of  workshops  were  made,  and  two  notices  or 
letters  addressed  to  occupiers  relating  to  breaches  of  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act. 


DAIRIES. 

The  number  of  daiiymen  registered  is  93,  of  whom  39 
reside  outside  the  City.  Included  in  the  figures  are  9 City 
Producers  occupying  19  byres,  all  of  which  comply  with  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order  ; 88  inspections  were  made  during 
the  year.  At  a newly  licensed  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  Farm, 
a sterilisation  plant  was  installed,  structural  works  executed, 
and  the  use  of  one  byre  discontinued. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Analyst  during 
the  year  was  17(5.  Details  of  which  are  on  page  99.  All 
the  samples,  with  the  exception  of  (>  milks,  were  returned  as 
genuine.  Letters  of  warning  were  addressed  to  4 vendors, 
and  2 were  prosecuted,  one  case  being  dismissed,  and  the 
other  withdrawn. 
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DUTIES  UNDER  MISCELLANEOUS  ACTS. 

Shops  Acts  and  Orders. 

k 1 ,007  day  and  evening  inspections  were  made,  as  a result 

' of  which  35  letters  of  warning  were  addressed  to  shopkeepers 
respecting  breaches  of  the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act. 
4 Shopkeepers  were  fined. 

258  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  provisions 
[ . of  Section  10  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934. 

Rag  Flock  Act,  1911. 

Two  samples  of  Rag  Flock  were  procured  from  uphols- 
terers, and  submitted  to  the  Analy.st.  They  were  declared 
to  conform  to  the  prescribed  standard  of  cleanliness. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act. 

Frequent  regular  inspections  were  made  in  order  that 
shopkeepers  should  meet  tlie  requirements  as  to  marking, 
etc.,  of  prescribed  foods.  Many  verbal  warnings  were  given, 
particularly  in  respect  of  meat,  tomatoes,  salmon  and  eggs.
